A lunatics ambition. 
London, June — In England, to make 
love to Queen Victoria has been treated in- 
variably, except in the ease of the late 
prince consort, as a sign of dementia, and 
more, than one humble subject has hail oc- 
casion to cool his ambitious passion in the 
narrow limits of a lunatic's cell. The latest 
candidate for this kind of penalty is Alfred 
Carter, a young Lancashire weaver, who, 
pitying her majesty's widowed condition, 
wrote a letter proposing to marry the queen, 
and adding that no sum of money would 
buy him oil' from the purpose of becoming 
her mujesty's husband. The young man 
was pounced upon by the royal household 
police anil arraigned before a magistrate, 
who did not take the old time honored view 
of the ease, and shocked the household 
police by declining to send the youth to a 
lunatic asylum. Young Carter was turned 
over to the custody of his father. 

C1I URCII DISESTABLISH MKNT. 

The movement for the church disestab- 
lishment is arousing much alarm among 
the churchmen, The Earl of Shelborne, a 
staunch upholder of the establishment, says 
that the movement must be regarded as 
within the region of practical politics and 
to be guarded against more vigilantly for 
that reason. He protests against, the pro- 
posed disestablishment of the Church of 
Scotland on the ground that the act of the 
union with Scotland mule a solemn compact 
to maintain the established church in that 
country. The English clergy are evidently 
greatly aroused to what they regard as u 
peril to their interests, and are raising a 
fund for the defense of the church. 

THE DERBY, 
The attention of fashionable and sporting 
London is engrossed by the Derby meeting 
next Wednesday, which, in addition to its 
importance as a sporting event, will bo 
equally noteworthy us a fashionable re- 
union. The best boxes in the grand stand 
have already been secured, the greater num- 
ber of them by wealthy Americans and 
Australians, who are sojourning in London 
and who maintain their reputation of being 
the most Hush of all the patrons of tho turf 
and other events in the distribution of 
money. The Prince of Wales and family- 
will be pri unt on all four days of the 
meeting and on the principal day, Wednes- 
day, no one will bo absent who can by uny 
possibility attend. In order to enable the 
members of the House of Commons and 
Lords to witness the event, there will he no 
sitting of parliament on Wednesday. Bet- 
ting is 05 lo 'JO on Mr. Merry's Surefoot, 
which is regarded as an almost btire winner. 
The horse Hohume, which ran lirst in the 
jockey club race at Paris yesterday, is en- 
tered in the Derby and will .surely start. 
He was ridden in yesterday's race by the 
English jockey, Barrett, who will ride him 
on Wednesday. He is expected to run 
second, and by some is backed for a winner. 

SCHEME TO REDUCE STRIKES. 

Tho London Chamber of Commerce is ma- 
turing a scheme which it is expected will 
reduce the number of strikes in a great 
measure and ultimately abolish that method 
of settling disputes between employer and 
employee. The plan contemplated is the 
formation of a conciliation committee, half 
of which is to be composed of employees en- 
gaged in the various trades, and hall of mas- 
ter employees representing the leading in- 
dustries. This committee it is proposed to 
divide into twelve groups for the purpose of 
convenience. Any dispute incapable of 
settlement by one of these sub-divisions is 
to be referred to the full committee. The 
plan meets with the favor of trades unions 
and masters, and it is not likely that any 
difficulty will he experienced in obtaining 
the unqualified consent of both to abide by 
the final decisions of the committee. 

THE TAILORS' STRIKE. 

The recent strikes among the tailors of 
Loudon, and the probability that there may 
be another at an early date, have induced 
the master tailors of (ilasgow to import a 
number of workmen under contract from 
Germany. Eight of the largest tailoring 
establishments in (Ilasgow have formed a 
syndicate with the object of overcoming 
any strike that may occur among their 
workmen. One hundred have already been 
engaged at Hamburg under a contract, 
binding them to work steadily for one year at 
a weekly stipend of 30 shillings ($7,50). The 
syndicate pays their expenses lo Glasgow 
and guarantees that tho week's work shall 
be f)-t hours. It is expected that many 
more will be imported, and it is quite likely 
that the movement will extend to London. 
THE PUBLICANS ENDOWMENT HILL. 

Arrangements are proceeding satisfac- 
torily for the demonstration to bo held in 
Hydo Park in June to protest against, the 
compensation for publicans, or the publican 
endowment and pension bill, as it is now 
called. A whole army of members of par- 
liament will speak, and numerous public 
bodies have signified their intention to be 
present. A vigorous propaganda is being 
pressed by those who have tho meeting in 
charge, und tlie distribution is being made 
of 15,000 copies of Sir William Hurcourt's 
speech at Bermondsey. 

WAS THE ERIN OVERLOADED? 
An inquiry now in progress by the board 
ot trade into the hiss of the National Line 
Steamship Erin is being pursued in the 
direction of ascertaining if the vessel was 
not overloaded. Suspicion that this was 
the ease has long been entertained in official 
quarters. 

A VOLUNTARY RISE OF WAGES. 

The Cuiness Brewing Co. has voluntarily 
added a shilling u week to tho wages of each 
of its employees, supplementing tho an- 
nouncement with a) statement that the 
prosperity of the company's business justifies 
its sharing the increase of profits with the 
men who have contributed to its prosperity 



by their industry and fidelity. This increase 
of wages, made quite unexpectedly and 
without solicitation, will add a sum of 
i'7,000 a year to the company's pay rolls, 
and an incalculable increase to its popular- 
ity, as well as that of its products with the 
working classes. 

A CATHOLIC BISHOP'S PASTORAL. 

Right Rev. Edward T. O'Dwycr, Catholic 
Bishop of Limerick, has issued a pastoral 
letter withdrawing from the priests in his 
diocese the power to grunt absolution to 
persons guilty of boycotting or advocating 
and practicing the "plan of campaign." The 
action of the bishop has created much sur- 
prise and indignation. 

PENALTY OF INTIMIDATING WORKMEN. 

The court nt Muzdeburg, Germany, to- 
day sentenced four strikers to terms of im- 
prisonment, varying from six to eighteen 
months, for intimidation of workmen, who 
refused to abandon their employment and 
take part in a grneral strike. 

THANKS HIS TROOrS. 

Emperor Joseph, of Austria, has issued a 
special order, thanking his troops for their 
splendid conduct during the recent labor 
disorders in Vienna and other parts of tho 
country.

San Francisco, June 2— Despite the talk 
to the contrary, it may ho sot down as rea- 
sonably certain that Senator Stanford will 
endeavor to succeed himself in the United 
States senate, and he is said to be not only 
in the fight, but in it to stay. When the 
news was Hashed from Washington a few 
days ago that he had engaged passage for 
Europe on the Teutonic and would not re- 
turn until lute in October, it was thought 
by many that it was equivalent to an 
announcement that he would retire from the 
field. Such, however, is evidently not tho 
case. It is claimed by those in a position 
to know that he not only desires a re-elec- 
tion, but is already actively at work. 

Keneiieil nt Sea. 

New York, Juno 1. — The steamer Exe- 
ter City, which arrived to-day from Bristol, 
brings Capt. Jeffermol, First Mate Paul- 
sen, Second Mate Knudson and nine sea- 
men of the Norwegian bark Louis, which 
left Amsden, Norway, May 8 for Quebec, 
and nearly foundered in a hurricane May 
10. She kept afloat until the 19th, the men 
enduring great hardships. Just as the 
Louis was going down, the Exeter City 
came up and rescued her crew. Captain 
Jcfferniel had been dashed to the deck by a 
big wave on the Kith and had both arms 
broken. The Exeter City herself had a 
very rough passage and encountered a 
hurricane on the 26th which caused her to 
lay to for several hours.

Prank Spencer Found (fnllty of the Murder of 
Peter Foster Near Kainloops in 3Iay, 1UII7. 

(From Our Own Correspondent). 
KamloopS, B. C, June 2. —Frank Spen- 
cer, who was arrested at Vancouver in Oc- 
tober last by Sergt. McLaren, on suspicion 
of having murdered Peter Foster on Camp- 
bell's rauche, about ten miles east of Kain- 
loops, on the 20th May, 18S", was to-day 
brought before his honor Justice Walkein 
for trial, found guilty, and sentenced to be 
hanged on the 22nd day of July. 

THE ATLANTIC SQUADRON. 

A Fleet of British War Ships at Halifax— A 
Regiment of the Line and Two Batteries 
of Artillery Coming from England. 

Halifax, N. S., June 2. — Two torpedo 
boats are expected to arrive from England 
this month. They will be accompanied out 
by H. M. S. Tyuc. A fleet of war ships ar- 
rived to-day from Bermuda, including the 
"Partridge," a comparatively new gunboat 
of the first-class, and sister ship of the

OFFERS PAY FUR LOOTED EURS. 

Gen. Sir Frederick Mlddleton Hops Not Wish 
to be Forced to Resign. 

\n Ottawa despatch to the Boston Her- 
ald says: There is considerable speculation 
us to what is to become of Gen. Sir Freder- 
ick Middleton, who, for looting the furs of a 
half-breed named Breinner to the value of 
$6,000 or S7,0()l) during the Northwest re- 
bellion, by a vote, of parliament, the gov- 
ernment has been condemned to pay. Tho 
jonoral had a lengthy interview with the 
minister of militia to-day, and offered to 
pay for the portion of the furs he ap- 
propriated to his own use if the 

overmnent would give him the op- 
tion of paying in part, and not force 
his resignation, which would be tantamount 
to a cancellation of the pension he draws as 

i retired ollicer of the British army from 
the imperial government. The ease was 
under the consideration of the cabinet to- 
day, and from what your correspondent 
learns, the hero of Batoche will not only 
have to pay the full indemnity awarded 
Brouiner, but will be called upon immedi- 
ately to hand in his resignation. The mini- 
ster of militia, Sir Adolph Caron, baa ex- 
erted every effort to save the general. The 
Middleton scandal is one of the sensations 
of the hour on this side of the line, and 
further developments compromising several 
prominent individuals will follow unless the 
general pays up und .surrenders his commis- 
sion as commander of tho military forces in 
Canada. 



Murdered lor Honey. 

CHICAGO, Juno I. — A body was found in 
tho river last night at the foot of Maxwell 
street and has been identified to-day as that 
of u. man named Murdock, an acrobat. 

There are five ugly wounds on Ins bead, one 
of them being a frightful gash in the middle 
of the forehead, fully three inches long, and 
the skull is also fractured.

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THE OAKLAND ACCIDENT. 

The Kallroad Company Criticized, and 
the Charge Made that the 
Engineer was Drunk. 



Thousands Visiting the Scene or the 
Disaster— Archbishop liiordan's 
Escape— Unlucky Thirteen. 



OAKLAND, .Juno 1— The first report heard 
this morning was that three more bodies 
had been rescued from the estuary, but 
morguo ottioials promptly announced that 
there was no truth in the story. Mingled 
with the comment to day there is a good 
deal of criticism of tho company. It is said 
that it should maintain a better warning 
signal than a Bimple red Hag, and that a 
similar accident neurly happened a while 
ago because the wind blew the flag in such 
a direction that the engineer could only see 
the stick and not the flag. 

The engineer and fireman have not yot 
been found, but there seems to be some 
reason to believe that the charge 
that the engineer was drunk is true. 
Many railroad men contradict the statement 
that Engineer Dunn was a drinking man. 
He had been an engineer for years, and was 
considered an experienced employe. 

The theory which seems to be generally 
held by railroad men is that Dunn saw the 
bridge open, and was aware of the danger, 
but calculated that tho draw would be 
closed by the time he got there. It seems 
that the engineers have been in the habit of 
doinp this, and that they calculated speed 
and distance us Dunn did. 

THE UNLUCKY THIRTEEN, 

No additional bodies have been recoverod 
from the Oakland estuary where the nar- 
row guage train was wrecked Friday after- 
noon. This leaves the list of identified dead 
at thirteen as heretofore telegraphed. 

Engineer Samuel Dunn is still missing, 
but is not thought to have been drowned, 
as the statement is made that he was posi- 
tively identified by one of the Oakland 
railway officials a short time after the acci- 
dent occurred. 

Coroner Evers summoned a jury com- 
posed of A. E. Hanson, J. B. McOhesuey, 
G. S. Naismitb, S. M. Robinson, David 
Rutherford, John Schumacher and J. L. 
Lyon, who viewed the remains, and as 
time was required for summoning witnesses 
the jury was excused until '.i p. m. Monday, 
when an inquest will begin. 

CURIOUS SKHITSEEIiS. 

Ropes were to-day attached to the 
wrecked engine at the scene of tho late ac- 
cident on Webster street bridge and at low 
tide to-morrow the engine will be raised 
and swung ou shore. The engine is not 
badly damaged. The wrecked car was re- 
moved this morning and will be taken to 
Newark for repairs. Thousands of people 
visited the. scene of the wreck to-day, and 
gazed curiously at the sceue of the terrible 
disaster. The coroner's inquest will be 
held to-morrow afternoon, and the result of 
their investigation is awaited with much in- 
terest. 

San Francisco, June 1. — Most Rev. 
Archbishop Riordan is reported to have had 
a most noteworthy escape from Friday's 
disaster. He had purchased bis ticket at 
tho narrow gaugo olliee intending to take 
the 1.45 boat for Oakland, whither he was 
gjing on church business. Very fortunately 
he missed the boat by barely one minute, 
and the accident closed Oakland traffic ou 
that line till after 6 p. in. Had bo caught 
th» boat ho would undoubtedly have been 
sitting in the first car next to Mrs. Bryan 
O'Connor, one of the victims, with whom 
he was very well acquainted, 

The fact has come to the surface that the 
railroad company at one time had the ques- 
tion of tho Oakland train coining to a halt 
at the Webster street bridge on its way in- 
to Oakland up for discussion. This was a 
number of years ago, at a time when the 
subject of halting the trains at drawbridges 
waa brought prominently before railway 
managers by the Norfolk bridge accident of 
the New York & New Haven road. This 
bridge had a draw, which was opened a few 
minutes before the through passenger train 
was due. The train came along at regular 
speed, before the draw was closed, and waa 
frightfully wrecked. An excursion party of 
phyBicians was on the train, and forty-tivo 
of the party were killed. The Southern 
Pacific people decided not to halt trains, 
thinking thnt the danger signals on the open 
piece of road between the bridge and tho 
pier was an absolutely perfect precaution 
against accidents arising from an open draw. 
It has come to light that many persona, 
who were cut by pieces of glass, were 
hurriedly taken to their homes hi hacks. 
Doctors seen yesterday said that there were 
many cases of nervous prostration arising 
from the accident, and that they had been 
calied upon to dress many small wounds.

Au Expensive Work. 

Washington, D. C, .June 2.— The secre- 
tary of war sent to the senate to-day, in re- 
sponse to the resolution recently adopted, 
an estimate for the completion of the work 
of compiling and indexing the official re- 
cords of the rebellion. The work, he says, 
comprises 720 volumes, 15 of these have 
been distributed, and 1 1 are printed, and 
are being indexed with tho present force. 
It will require Bix years to complete, and 
an annual appropriation during that time of 
$330,000 is required. 

Iliiul Itrllh Convention. 

Richmond, Va., Juno '2. — Tho general 
convention of the Bnai Brith resumed its 
session this morning in the Capital building. 
All prominent Israelite citizens of Richmond 
are active in their endeavors to entertain 
the visiting delegates and show them char- 
acteristic Virginian hospitality. Mayor 
Ellison, in behalf of the city, made an ad- 
dress of welcome to-day, and he was fol- 
lowed by Hon. J. L. McCarry, D.D., in a 
superb speech, in which ho paid a high 
tribute to the Israelites of to-day and their 
educational attainments, their morals, their 
philantrophy and their public spirit. Simon 
Wolf, of Washington, responded to the ad 
dresses. Only routine business was trans- 
acted to the afternoon adjournment. 

Tin- Eight-Hour Movement. 

Washington, 1). C, June 2.— Tho House 
committee on labor to-day authorized a fav 
orable report on the resolution introduced 
in tho House by Mr. Mason, of Illinois 
authorizing the committees to select from its 
members a sub-committee of live members 
to take evidence at such places as it may 
termiue during the present session, or dur- 
ing the recess of this Congress, in regard to 
the establishment of eight hours as a day' 
work, and in regard to the operation of th 
enforcement of the eight-hour federal law 
and also as to the advisability of 
establishing minimum rate of wages to bi 
paid laborers in the employ of the govern 
mcnt, and for such purposes tho com 
mittee, or any sub committee thereof, is 
authorized to send for papers and employ 
stenographers to take testimony. The report 
of the testimony taken, together with 
such recommendations as the committee 
may deem proper to make, is to be made at 
the commencement of tho session of con- 
gress. The resolution recommends tho ap 
priation of $50,000 to defray the expenses 
of the committee in taking testimony, etc.

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THE TALKATIVE BARBER. 

Ha Telln All Ho Known About HU Art 
aud Its HUtory. 

1 "Thut turn's a chrouic grumbler," tUo 
barber said to a Detroit Freo Press re- 
porter, as ho glanced alter a retiring cus- 
tomer. "Nothing is dainty enough {or him. 
Did you ever sec a bettor appointed shop 
than mine?" 

The reporter looked around the- olCRuiitly- 
lurnished room, with its luxuriant chairs, 
plate-Rlass mirrors, nickel plated cuspl- 
dorcs, emblazoned shaving mugs, glittering 
cut-ylass bottles, etc., and declared that he 
never bud. 

"I wonder what he'd say about a barber 
shop of a century or more ago?" growled 
the barber. "It wasn't like a boudoir, I 
promise you. Why, what I pay every week 
for duplicate copies of papers for my cus- 
tomers to read would have paid the rent of 
a shop a hundred years ago." 

"Hut in thoso old days tho barber shops 
were supplied with papers, too," suggested 
tho reporter. 

"Oh, yes," admitted tho barber, who was 
a very intelligent man of his class. "But 
tho cost wasn't any thing like the same. 
Remember, I talto all tho loading dallies, 
too. Yes, they had tho newspapers. An 
old etching of a barber shop by Toms has 
tins couplet under it : 

'• 'While some woro shaved and bled, 
WultmKones the paper read.' 

"Barbers burned candles in brass chan- 
deliers, which emitted an unpleasant odor. 
Often tho barber had a stick with a cross 
pieco thrust into his apron string, aud in 
tho cross piece, which was almost as high 
as his chin, a candle burned. A century 
ago a basin was used, with a half circle in 
tho rim, which wont around tho throat. 
There were dished places in it to hold the 
bails of soap. It was such a basin that tho 
valiant Don Quixote took from tho enchant- 
ing barber, imagining it to be a golden head- 
piece. I tell you, things weren't anything 
as comfortable as they are now." 

"1 wonder if barbers talked as much as 
they do now," the reporter said, with a 
twinkle in Ins eye. 

"Thero isn't any doubt about that," re- 
plied the barber. "An oid poet refers to tho 
failing: 

" 'The barber, full of Wills or Tory, 
Combs out your wig and lolls a story.' 

"They wero not only garrulous, but kept 
up an odd snapping noise with their lin- 
gers. In Bon Jonson's '.Silent Women 1 is a 
character named Morose, who especially 
eulogized a barber who was silent and did 
not snap his lingers. The more audible tho 
cracking of the lingers the higher the bar- 
ber stood in tho fraternity. Do you know 
what led to the peculiar custom?'.' 

Tho reporter confessed that he didn't. 

"Even at that day tho proverb, 'a good 
lather is half the shave,' was in vogue. Tho 
delicate refinement of the brush had not 
been introduced, and tho barber energeti- 
cally rubbed the lather over tho customer's 
faco with his hand. The barber threw off 
tho lather which adhered to his fingers by 
a peculiar jerk which caused tho fingers to 
crack." 

"The couplet you quoted said something 
about bleeding," remarked the reporter. 
" From that originated tho striped pole, did 
it not!" 

"Yes. In thoso days a barber was also a 
surgeon. Do you know, I looked up that 
thing only the other day. I read that among 
the stipulations of Heriot's celebrated hos- 
pital, founded in Edinburgh in 1023, is one 
that thero was to bo a chlrurQton barber to 
cut tho hair of tho inmates, and 'look to the 
cure of all thoso who in any way shall 
stand in need of his art.' Bleeding was 
very popular in old times. Tho patient 
grasped a long, stout staff, and his arm was 
bandaged with a long fillet or tape. This 
blood-stained Danuago was kept wound 
around the polo when not in use, and the 
polo was placed outside tho door to indicate 
to passers-by where they might be bled. 
Finally a pamted pole was used instead." , 
"What is tho earliest reference tu shav- 
ing among tho classic nations?" asked the 
reporter. 

"No, you don't, either," warily replied 
tho barber. "You are not going to seo mo 
swimming back to shore. I know, however, 
that Apollo and Mercury woro tho only 
deities of olden times who are represented 
beardless. Tho old Dutch theologists de- I 
claro that a beard grew on Adam's chin 
after Eve had tempted him. Diogenes wore 
a beard; Scipio Africanus shaved every I 
day. Alexander ordered the Macedonian i 
soldiers to shave, and smooth chins became 
the fashion until tho Turks look Byzantium, 
when only the conquerors were allowed to 
wear beards. Tho Normans treated the 
Anglo-Saxons tho same way." 

"How about the Mohammedans?" asked 
the reporter. 

''A barber would probably starve in their 
country. They venerate their beards so 
much that they bury the hair which comes 
off in combing them. They broke the first 
hair as it was combed out, to propitiate the 
angels. They considered that the divine 
image of man resided in tho beard."

QUEER NEGRO CUSTOM. 

All Sorts of FlaythliiER Placed on the 
Graves of Children. 

While strolling last Sunday a littlo way 
outside the city limits, near tho head of 
Eighteenth street, 1 noticed two carriages 
i filled with colored people entering an in- 
closure, writes tho Washington correspoad- 
dent of tho Cleveland Loader. I saw that 
it was a cemetery, and followed. A stal- 
wart negro took from ono of the carriages a 
small coffin, and with tho ceremony of a 
short, simple prayer it was deposited in tho 
earth. Six or eight friends or tho dead 
babe stood with tearful eyes during tho few 
minutes occupied in filling tho littlo grave; 
then they re-entered tho carriages and 
drove away. Just before leaving, a woman, 
whom I judged to bo the bereaved mother, 
laid upon the mound two or threo infants' 
toys. 

Looking about among the largo number 
of graves of children, I observed this 
' practice to he very general. Some wero 
literally covered with playthings. There 
,were "nursing-bottles, rattle-boxes, tin 
I horses and wagons, "Noah's arks," sots of 
I dishes, marbles, tops, china cups and sau- 
cers, slates, picture-books, in endless num- 
ber and variety. Many of them had ap- 
parently lain there for years, articles of a 
perishable nature having been almost de- 
stroyed by sun and storm. Thero were 
very few children's graves which did not 
have something of this kind upon them. On 
many of tlio larger graves wero pretty- 
vases, statuettes, and other nrtleles suit- 
able to more adult years. 

Upon inquiry I was told that this custom 
is almost universal among the colored peo- 
ple in tho South. Tho sentiment that 
prompts it readily suggests itself, but it is 
not quite so easy to understand another 
featuro which I noticed. Upon fully half 
tho small graves, lying or standing, partly 
buried in the earth, wero medicine-bottles 
of every size and shape. Some wero nearly 
full and all contained more or less of tho 
medicine which had no doubt been used in 
tho effort to ward off the visit of death. The 
usual number of these on each grave was 
from ono to three, but on ono I counted 
eight. Tho placing of these bottles is cer- 
tainly a singular conceit, and would seem 
to border on superstition. Just why they do 
it it is notclear. I was impelled by curiosity 
to inquire of two or thrco negroes about it, 
but they seemed no better able to explain it 
than I was. Ono old woman who was loit- 
ering about tho cemetery said, in answer to 
my question : 

"I kain't tell yo why, mister, but dcy 
allers does it. AY hen 1 was a chile, I libed 
down in ole Virginny, an' it was jes' de 
same dar. I d'no, but niebbo dcyt'inksde 
medisun '11 he'p do chil'en arter dey's 
buried, but I don't seo no good in it no- 
how." 

This is the nearest approach to an opinion 
that I was ablo to get. I was glad to coin- 
cide in it, such as it was.

DESERT SAND SPOUTS. 

Graphic Description of a Striking Scone 
In Africa. 

Under the fairest skies tho desert is an 
awesome solitude, but when a storm comes 
it is terrible and appalling. I shall never 
forget :i scene I witnessed some forty miles 
beyond tlio great pyramids, says a writer 
in tho New York Hail and Express. I had 
gained an isolated hillock, some two hun- 
dred feet above tho level of the surround- 
ing desert. Away to the west, about two 
miles distant, 1 descried six or seven lofty 
pillars of sand moving swiftly over tho un- 
dulating plain. Tho center ono of these 
was vertical, and thoso surrounding it, at a 
distance of two or threo hundred yards, 
leaned slightly toward it. The sand at the 
base of tho columns was lashed by the 
furious whirlwind into a surging sou. Des- 
ert trees of tho hardest wood woro torn up 
with their roots and hurled hundreds of 
yards away and high up into the air ; even 
the grass that grew in tho path of that ter- 
rible storm was shorn clean away from its 
roots. Tho summits of thoso columns of 
sand at length joined, aud then burst forth 
from their united tops a yellow, gigantic 
cloud of sand of such magnitude and 
density as to darken, as in a total eclipse, 
the face of the bright afternoon sun. The 
sand spout, called by the natives "zobahab," 
shortly after subsided, but the cloud of 
sand and grass, which hud been raised high 
in the heavens, continued to darken the 
sotting sun for more than an hour. Tho 
Bmaller column behind traveled swiftly, in- 
creasing in size, until it reached tho site of 
tho break-up of tho other, and then added 
its mite to tho universal destruction. 

With my sextant, as I stood in security, I 
measured the height, of the center column 
of sand; it was nearly ono thousand feet. 
The other columns woro rising so rapidly 
that they soon reached a greater height 
than that of tho center column. When the 
junction of them all took place tho sudden 
eruption of sand, leaves and grass reached 
to a total height of over four thousand foot. 
These "zobahahs" aro not very frequent, 
but when they occur they carry widespread 
devast ation along with them and woo betido 
the traveler and tho tent that happens to 
stnnd in their way. Not more than ten 
yards from tho column the air is perfectly 
calm, but within tho small circumscribing

Mr. Beaven, on Friday niglit, com- 
mended as a rufonn the theory of single- 
tax advocated by the speakers who had 
precodud him. He declared, too, that 
ho had been impressed by tho "truths" 
that had been expounded. What are 
theso truths, and what is this reform ? 

The chairman, in his address, said that 
the Henry Georgo theory was the only 
sensible theory that had been oll'ered. He 
said, too, that the piivato ownership of 
lands is tho prime causo of the evils with 
which society is at present affected. 
Henry (!eor«o himself, whose scheme of 
single-tax was adopted by Mr. Beaven, 
and pronounced honest and just by Mr. 
Grant, says in his work, "Progress and 
Poverty:" 

"The examination through which we 
have passed has proved conclusively that 
private property in land cannot be justi- 
fied on the ground of utility— that, on the 
contrary, it is the great cause to which 
are to be traced the poverty and misery 
and degradation, the social disease and 
tho political weakness which are showing 
themselves so menacingly amid advancing 
civilization. EXPEDIENCY, THEREFORE, 
JOINS JUSTICE IN DEMANDING THAT WE 
ABOLISH IT." 

This then is tho " reform." Private 
property in land is to bo abolished; no 
man, rich or poor, shall, if these single- 
tax men can get their way, own one foot 
of land for any purpose whatever. It 
must all belong to tho state. And how 
is. the state to get it ? it may bo asked. 
" The people own it already," say Henry 
George and his disciples, among whom is 
the Hon. Robert Beaven, " and all they 
have to do is to tako possession of their 
own." But, how are tho presont owners 
to be compensated ? Henry George 
laughs at the idea of compensating the 
owners, and his disciples laugh in chorus. 
The way the Htato is to take possession of 
tho land is very clearly set forth by one 
of the speakers whom Mr. Beaven warmly 
praised for tho truths ho had expounded. 
The illustration io well worthy the atten- 
tion of all who want to know what this 
doctrino of single tax moans. 

" Down by tho old French hotel," said 
Mr. Jackson, "is a lot, an eyesore and a 
nuisance to the community. Now, if this 
lot wore worth £10,000 as it stands, we 
would put a tax of whatever was the cur- 
rent rate of interest upon its full value of 
$10,000. If the owner choso to erect a 
building on it, no matter what its value, 
his tax would not be increased five cents." 

Assuming that the current rate of in- 
terest is eight per cent., the owner of 
that land would have to pay a tax on it of 
$800 a year. And that not for ono year 
but for all time. In that case who would 
be the owner of the land— tho man who 
bought and paid for it or the state which 
appropriated to its own use the whole of 
tho rent that it could bo mado to pay? 
And, according to Henry George, this 
process of appropriating the rent of tho 
land would be applied not to a vacant lot 
in a strobt only, but to all land no matter 
where it is situated or for what purpose 
it might bo used. Tho farmer could not 
call the land he tilled liis own any more 
than could tho owner of town lota. It 
would bo all confiscated to tho state and 
the owner would not get a single cent, of 
compensation. This is tho Henry (Jeorge 
theory. 

Tins is what ho says:- 

" If tho land of any country belong to 
the people of that country, what right, 
in morality and justice, have tho individ- 
uals called land owners to the rent ? If 
tho laud belong to tho people, why in the 
name of morality and justice should the 
pooplo pay its salable valuo for their 
own. " 

Ho asserts that tho privato ownership 
of land is robbery, and then gooa on to 
say: — 

"WhyBhould we heaitato about making 
short work of audi a system. Because I 
was robbed yesterday, and tho day be- 
fore and the day before that is it any 
reason that 1 should antler myself to bo 
robbed to-day nnd to-morrow ?— any 
reason that I should conclude that the 



robber has acquired a vested right to rob 
mo?" 

This is how Homy Georgo justities tho 
state in taking from those who have in- 
vested their earnings in land, their pro 
porty, without paying for it ono single 
cent. The reader can see that confiscat- 
ing the rout of land is precisely the same 
as confiscating tho land itself. What 
would bo tho difference between taking 
from a man his money and ta 
ing from him all that it could 
possibly bring him in by way of inter- 
est? If a man is made to pay to the 
Government every year in the shape of a 
tax, tho interest on the market 
value of his lands, why should 
he bo called its owner ? Tho absurd- 
ity of this is seen and commented upon 
by Henry George. 

Henry George's theory is therefore 
nothing more nor less than a scheme of 
wholesale robbery. To take from men 
their land without giving them a cent by 
way of compensation, is what Mr. Beaven 
calls " a reform," and to stigmatize tho 
ownership of laud as " robbery," is Avhat 
he denominates " truth." The principle 
of taking men's property from them 
without, giving them anything for it, is 
what Sir. Grant calls "a just and honest 
principle." 

We are not misrepresenting the theory 
advocated by the single tax men whom 
Mr. Beaven praised, and whose work, 
he said, ho had already commenced to do. 
Ho had entered "the thiii edge of the 
wedge." These single tax men, to a 
man, call Henry George master. 
They did so in the resolution 
passed unanimously at the meeting 
which Mr. Beaven and Mr. Grant at- 
tended, and at which they gave the doc- 
trines of the single-tax men their hearty 
assent. Mr. Gladstone pronounced the 
scheme folly or robbery, but Mr. Beaven 
declares it to be "a reform" and Mr. 
John Grant says it is "just and honest." 

Do the electors of Victoria consider 
the owner of laud, whether he is a me- 
chanic who possesses a lot for house and 
garden or the proprietor of a rancho of 
ten thousand acres, a robber I Are the 
men who boliovo ono kind of property, 
robbery very far removed in principle 
from tho men who denounce property 
of every kind as robbery? 



THE OJ{<;ANS CONFESSION. 

The Times is obliged to admit that the 
Opposition has been wanting in energy. 
It will have also to allow that it is defici- 
ent in intelligence. It says that tho 
Government has made mistakes, and 
instances the Redistribution Act and the 
Mineral Act. Were the Opposition wide 
awake when theso measures were passing 
through the Legislature? 

We do not admit that tho Redistribu- 
tion scheme is a mistake. We regard it 
as the very opposite. We consider that 
it was the best measure that the Govern- 
ment could devise as matters are at 
present. Tho Opposition evidently 
thought so too, for it opposed it in a 
perfunctory way and was altogether 
unable to suggest anything bettor. By 
the way, is it not pretty nearly time that 
Mr. Giant showed his hand ? Every one 
remembers his famous proposal to give 
three additional members to the Main 
land, and his oracular response when ho 
was asked to tell tho House the changes 
he, in that case, would make on tho 
Island. Ho looked very wise in order to 
lead people to believe that he had de- 
vised a wonderful gclieme of representa- 
tion, of which the three additional mem- 
bers for the Mainland constituencies were 
only a part. He was mysterious then. 
He is mysterious still. Ho has not yet 
explained the cause of his extreme gen- 
erosity to the Mainland. Was his liber- 
ality a mere electioneering dodge, in- 
tended to strengthen the enemies of the 
Island on the Mainland I It looks very 
much like it. He saw that sectionalism 
was rampant on tho other side 
of the Gulf, and his sugges- 
tion was intended to make it a 
good deal lieicer. Was that his "hand" ? 
Was there anything in it for Victoria 
This is an instance of the kind of opposi- 
tion which is very properly called fac- 
tious. Mr. Grant opposed the Govern- 
ment's scheme ; but had nothing to offer 
in its placo. VVjjU he did do was to try 
to make m'schief on tho Mainland, by 
endeavoring to lead the inhabitants of tho 
Lower Frasor to believe that they had 
been badly treated. Ho said they ought 
to have three more members than wore 
allotted to them by the Government ; but 
of the scheme of which theso additional 
members for the Mainland were a part ho 
had not a word to say. Why not I Sim- 
ply because there was no scheme. The 
Opposition has no reason to be proud of 
the part it played when the Redistribu- 
tion bill was before tho Assembly. Ono 
intelligent and energetic member could 
lave done far more than the whole six. 

With respect to the Mineral Act there 
was a mistake. Did the Opposition see 
that the Government had committed a 
blunder? Not they. They were dozing 
usual. They permitted tho §105 
clause to pass without a word of objec- 
tion. They did not see that there was 
anything wrong in the measure. And 
', when the mistake has boon dis- 
covered by the Kootonay miners and 
corrected by tho Government, thoy as- 
sume an air of superiority and severely 



censure the Government. Tho course 
pursued by tho Opposition in this Min- 
eral Act business is not creditablo to 
them. Thoy were too sleepy or too stupid 
to see how the law would work, when it 
was passing through tho legislature, and 
then, when the mistake that had been 
made was corrected, their organ does its 
little best to make the miners beliove 
that tho Government does not possess 
the power lo sot tho matter right. It was 
first blind and dull, and aftnrw.irds fac- 
tious. 



TEE JUBILEE HOSPITA L. 

The inhabitants aro to bo congratulated 
on the completion of the Provincial Jubi- 
lee Hospital. Tho institution is in every 
respect most creditable to tho Province. 
A much larger city than A r ictoria and a 
greatly more populous province than 
British Columbia, might be justly proud 
of so fine an institution. It is built 
wholly out of resources within the Pro- 
vince, and will, for generations to come, 
be pointed to as fitly commemorating the 
fiftieth year of the reign of tho best, of 
England's Queens, The credit of sug- 
gesting that British Columbia's monu- 
ment in honor of tho Jubilee year, take 
tho shape of a hospital, is due to Mr. 
"William M. Chudloy. The .suggestion was 
enthusiastically adopted by many who 
saw that a charitable institution wdioso 
object it is lo alleviate suffering and to 
bring back to health persons suffering 
from disease or from the effects of acci- 
dents, would be as appropriate a memorial 
as the loyal subjects of Queen Victoria in 
this Province could erect. 

Having onco decided what was to bo 
done, tho work went on apace. Tho Pro- 
vincial Legislature contributed twenty 
thousand dollars to the Jubilee Hospital 
fund on condition that a liko sum would 
be given by privato subscriptions. That 
sum, and more, was collected by diligent 
and philanthropic persons. For so small 
ind so scattered a community the num- 
ber and the largeness of the contribu- 
tions were surprising." A boauiiful and 
very suitable sito was, aftor some dis- 
cussion, selected and the erection of a 
hospital on the plan approved by tho 
most advanced medical men of tho day 
was commenced. 

Before the project had arrived at this 
stage much work had been done. The 
lato Alex. McLean, Esq., was olected 
chairman of tho managing .committee. 
Although ho and tho other members of 
the committee did their duty diligently 
and carefully by far the greater part of 
the labor and nearly all tho responsi- 
bility fell to tho share of Mr. Chudley. 
That gentleman worked zealously and 
persoveringly. Difficulties and discourage- 
ments seemed only to increase his ardor. 
Ho was incessant in his exertions 
and gave to the work all the 
time he could spare. If ho 
only met with a fair measure of success, 
he seemed to think nothing of tho sacri- 
fice he was making. And ho did succeed. 
Difficulties disappeared before his per- 
sistent energy, and that tho hospital is 
now finished and in working order is 
hiefly due to the strenuous and untiring 
ffbrt of the public-spirited and self-sacri- 
ficing Secretary. 

Aftor tho work of building the public 
hospital had onco fairly commenced, every- 
thing went on like clockwork, under Mr. 
Toaguo, tho architect. There was not a 
hitch in the work. Everything was done 
according to specifications and there is 
not one dollar to pay for extras. 

The hospital will ho well and substan- 
tially furnished. It is to have everything 
that such an institution requires, both for 
the comfort and tho treatment of tho 
patients. 

Great care is being taken in tho selec- 
tion of tho staff. The ' directors aro de- 
termined that it shall, from the house 
surgeon to tho humblest attendant, be 
efficient. If they can help it the inmates 
of the hospital, whether poor or rich, will 
never have reason to complain either of 
neglect or unskilful treatment. Their 
object is to make the Provincial Jubilee 
Hospital a model institution of its kind, 
and wo have no doubt that a sympathetic 
public will liberally aid them in their 
efforts to make the hospital worthy of tho 
name it bears and the purpose for which 
it was designed.

THE CONTENTED MAN 

Must he Healthy In Body us in Jlinii-Miist be 
Cultured—An Interesting Lecture, 

A lecturer now-a-days is extremely for- 
tunate if he succeed in drawing to his dis- 
course an audience of half-a-dozen people. 
Rev. Mr. Milligun was, therefore, supremely 
fortunate for he succeeded in filling the 
commodious lecture hall of St. Andrew's 
church, and that, too, with the announce- 
ment of a lecture on whut one would call 
a dry subject, " The contented man." 
Tho lecture was in aid of the mission in 
Victoria WesL. Mr. Milligan is one of 
those happy lecturers who can make a dry 
subject interesting, but his theme hist even- 
ing was by no means dry, although there 
ran through it a vein of deep and impressive 
seriousness. Tho contented man, he suid, 
is a sympathetic man, that is, he is capable 
of mental expansion ami makes himself the 
friend of all and each. He is one of culture, 
that is improvement by self effort. But the 
first essential to this contentment of mind is 
a healthy body. The body should not he 
considered the garment of the spirit, and 
should not be treated as of no account, for 
the Creator made both body and spirit, and 
one is part of the other. Physical vigor is 
one of the conditions of power, just as when 
a man is an invalid he is given every nutri- 
ment to give him power to fight tho disease 
under which ho is suffering 1 And so the 
great secret was to know what to eat and 
drink and wherewith to clothe; this is the 
mission of every father and every mother, 
to take their children and warn them while 
yet young of tho snares and pitfalls which 
surround them. There is an immense ileal 
in clothing, one of the ruleH which the lec- 
turer insisted upon being to dress loosely 
and warmly. This is of primary import- 
ance, especially to girls, and cannot he too 
rigorously enforced. Then, in the matter 
of ablutions, there should be an exercise of 
reason. what is good for one may 
be injurious to another. The most 
reasonable course was a tepid sponge 
bath euch morning, followed by a 
brisk rubbing with a rough towel. Common 
souse and reason were great things in deter- 
mining the choice of food, but it should ho 
plain good, food, not rich or acid. Mr. 
Milligan thought that we are too much en- 
gaged iu the rush after money here to fol- 
low up those enjoyable, social gatherings so 
much a feature of the old coun- 
try home. lie believed we would 
be better for the fire-side party in the 
evening, and the evening games at home. 
Intellectual culture was of no less im- 
portance and should be based on the desire 
inderstand the reason of things rather 
than trust to tradition. A more difficult 
task was the cultivation of feelings, but 
this must bo attained not by any more 
prescription but by living a Christian life. 
Many other interesting little points did Mr. 
Milligan give, all in themselves making one 
chain by which the Christian life should be 
guided. He had the faculty of wittily in- 
terlarding his statements wit h apt stories, 
which created a laugh amd made an im- 
pression at the same time. 

At the close, Rev. Mr. MoCrae proposed, 
and Rev. Mr. Eraser seconder], a vote of 
thanks to tho lecturer, and the chairman, 
Rev. Mr. Muclood, said hu had pleasure in 
tendering it when the meeting had heartily 
passed it.

Work on tlie Spokane and Northern 
Progressing— Trains Between the 
Falls mid Marcus. 



Reported Drowning 1 of Five Hun in 
Sheep Creek Rapids— A Lund 
Slide Reveals Minerals. 



(Inland Sentinel and Kootenuy Star.) 

Work on the new steamer Lytton nt 
Revelatoko is progressing rupidly, and it 
is expected that in another week she will 
bo making her trial trip. 

Mr. II. V. Rudd, late accountant in 
tho Bank of 13. C, has accepted a posi- 
tion in the E. B. Go's employ at Kam- 
loops. 

Itov. C. Ladner returned from Confer- 
ence this week, lie preached his fare- 
well sermon in the Methodist church on 
Sunday, and on Monday, with his family, 
leaves for Portland, Or., where he lias 
accepted an nppoiutinet for one year. 
The many friends of tho family in Kam- 
loops will regret their departure, while 
Mr. Ladner's removal from the B. C. 
■field will be a serious loss to the Metho- 
dist cause. 

President D. C. Corbin, of the Spokane 
& Northern railroad, says that work is 
being rapidly pushed on the extension of 
the road from Marcus to the Little 
Dalles, a distance of about 26 miles, and 
that by July 1 passenger trains will be 
running to the latter point. It is the 
intention to extend the road northeast 
into die Me tali ne country when a proper 
commencement is made of the mines in 
the section. Tho Metaline mining dis- 
trict is situated on the Pen d'Ore llo 
river almost directly south of Toad 
Mountain, and about thirty miles beyond 
the boundary. Eight men spent the 
winter there, and worked about half 
time. There are over 100 locations, and 
only seven or eight of the claims make a 
showing of high grade ore, the others 
being galena, with an average of about 
eight ounces of silver. 

During the extreme low water in .Janu- 
ary, work was done on placer claims by 
the rocker process, and §4 50 for a day of 
six hours obtained. But, owing to high 
water, nothing ''an be done except for a 
short time in winter. 

The Summit mine in the Metaline 
district was sold, a few days ago, for 
§1,000. 

Engineer Preston, who has been out 
three weeks surveying a route between 
Bonner's Ferry and the Spokane Falls, is 
running a line up tho Li tle Spokane 
River and north-east up Priest River, 
crossing the Pen d'Oreille River on the 
island of Little Falls. 

Commencing May 20th, a passenger 
train was put on tho Spokane Falls & 
Northern, making tho run between Mar- 
cus and Spokane Falls the same day. 

Twenty-six years ago, James McDon- 
nell, now of Grand Prairie, B. C, wdiile 
prospecting for placers, found a bed of 
coal on the Upper Kettle river, near the 
mouth of Rock Creek. He covered it up 
and patiently awai'cd the time when it 
would become valuable. After the lapse 
of a quarter of a century, with hopes that 
his expectations might soon be realized, 
ho formed a company and commenced 
tho work of development. Samples re- 
cently brought from the mines were 
tested and found to contain 64 per cent, 
of fixed carbon and an excellent quality 
of coke. They have now discovered a 
quarry of fire-proof granite" near Spo- 
kane Falls. 

The first car-load of bullion has been 
shipped from the Culville smelter to New- 
ark, X. J., for separation and refining, 
and it is claimed th it a carload of twenty 
tons will be shipped every four days in 
future.

EX-PRIEST MARTIN. 

He Again Renounces Catholicism anil Says He 
Will Remain a Protestant. 

The ex priest, Martin, has renounced 
the Catholic faith once more. lie return- 
ed to Montreal on Friday, May 23. with 
the intention, as he says, of caring for his 
wife and children, and remaining a Pro- 
testant. In an interview with a Star re- 
porter he said: "The Protestants on the 
whole did not support me as well as Iliad 
expected in the way of getting work. I 
could but barely make a living fur myself 
and family and I was running in debt. 
Then 1 got the grippe, and after that 1 
suffered terribly from dyspepsia. I became 
melancholic and discouraged, and thought 
sickness was staring me in the face 1 
explained just how I felt in a letter to 
Rev. Mr. Morin, but some how or other 
he did not quite seem to undestand it. 
Then 1 began to doubt. 'Did I do right,' 
I asked myself, 'in leaving the Church of 
Rome. Is it perhaps not God Himself 
who punishes mo thus for the road 1 have 
taken V Then 1 began to think wdiat my 
wife and children were to do should 1 fail 
ill, and it seemed to me that, the best 
course for ino to follow would lie to re- 
turn to the Old Church if they would 
promise to take care of the children. In 
that case if my wife wished to accept their 
assistance they would look after bei ; if 
not, my Protestant friends doubtless 
would see that she did not starve. In 
this state of mind I visited His Grace 
Archbishop Fabre. lie received mo with 
open arms and was very kind to me, in 
fact treated me as a father would treat his 
son. No influence w hatever was brought 
to bear on mo. The Archbishop did not 
urge mo one way or another. He said he 
would by glad to have me return. I told 
him that if he wished mo to come back lo 
the Church he would have to take care of 
my wife and children and he promised me 
this. The intention was to put the chil- 
dren in tho Grey Nunnery and my wife 
in a quiet Catholic fund) I visited the 
Archbishop on Wednesday and Saturday 
before I went away, and during the latter 
visit told him that 1 had made up my 
mind to return to the fold. 1 told him 
that 1 had incurred debts which 1 thought 
ought to be paid, and also that 1 wanted 
money for travelling expenses, and at my 
request be gave mo a hundred dollars, for 
which I gave him a receipt, promising to 
pay tho money buck as soon as 1 could. I 
also made him promise again to look after 
my wife and children, and in promising 
this he said that he would tell her that 
she could marry again if alio wished, as 
according to the church her marriage with 
mo was void. On Monday I left, and the 
trouble and hubbub in the papers had all 
been caused by the telegraph company. 1 
sent a message from the Windsor Street 
Station saying that 1 had gone ofl for a 
little trip, and it was delivered to a Mrs. 
Martin other than my wife. Before go- 
ing tho Archbishop told me that I would 
have to go to a Trappist monastery to do 
penance, and that as there was no room 
in the one near Montreal I bad better go 
to the one in Tracade, Nova Scotia. I 
reached there on Thursday by way of 
Truro, and was very kindly received by 
the Abbott, who had received a letter 
from tho Archbishop announcing that I 
was coming. I sjieir. fifteen days there, 
mostly in meditation, hut was perfectly 
free to go wherever I pleased, not being 
there as a monk. I coul 1 find no rest 
however for either my heart or soul. The 
memory of my w ife and children was 
constantly with me and my state of mind 
became worse as 1 read in a Catholic paper 
the story of my departure. I wanted to 
go back, yet I dared not. If I remained 
whero I was I would be most ungrateful 
to Father Chiniquy, who has always been 
kindness itself to me and helped me in 
various ways. If I returned I would be 
very ungrateful to the Archbishop, wdio 
dso bad been very kind to me. Then 
there was the thought, of my wife and 
children ; wdiot was I to do ] A most 
terrible struggle tuok place within me as 
you can understand. 1 was swayed hither 
and thither and did lint know what to do. 
At last one day I asked leave to go to 
Antigonish, for which permission was 
given me. At the station no tickets were 
sold. They had to be taken on the train. 
As we wt-re traveling I borrowed a Hali- 
fax paper from someone in t he cars and 
saw that it was the intention of people in 
Montreal to get up a subscription for my 
wife. This set mo thinking again. Was 
it right to allow the people to do this ! 
Was it not my duty to provide for them 
myself ? As those questions propounded 
themselves tome the conductor came 
around with tickets. This seemed to be 
the band of Prov deuce showing itself and 
in a moment I had made up my mind. 
Instead of a ticket to Antigonish I bought 
one to Truro, and from thereto Mon- 
treal. I was very much and very agree- 
ably surprised at the reception I received 
from my friends. Not a word of reproach 
was addressed to me, ond they all seemed 
to be very glad to see me hack. 1 have 
come to stay and will again start teaching, 
and thus try to earn a living for myself 
and family."

Sonin of the Difficulties in Travel Old 1'loneers 
Had to Contend With. 

Yesterday afternoon a Colonist re- 
porter chanced to be talking with several 
perso-s on the subject of the deceased 
pioneer, " Cariboo Joe," whoso funeral 
had just taken place, when the well 
known Harry Gaydon came along and 
referred to his own adventures in this 
country almost thirty years ago. On May 
1st, l«fi2, he left, ho said, M ntreal, 
where he had recently arrive.!, for Toron- 
to by rail. Thence he went to Windsor, 
crossing over by ferry to Detroit. He 
then proceeded, with 140 miners, via 
Milwaukee to Chicago, and thence by 
stage to Georgetown, on Red River, to 
Fort Garry, 'he latter part of the 
journey being by the first steamer owned 
by Mr. Brocklebank and the udson 
Bay Company. Among the company on 
the steamer were Governor Dallas, who 
married the daughter of the late Sir 
James Douglas, and the present Arch- 
bishop 'faciie, of St. Boniface. While 
they were en route, the Queen's Birthday 
anniversary occurred, on which occasion 
Dr. Tach'e and others made loyal speeches. 
Purchasing Red River carts and oxen, 
they went on to Port Pitt, Carleton 
and Edmonton, some of the party 
proceeding down the Thomson River 
and others following the Eraser.

Steamer Danube on her next trip over 
will be docked at Esquimalt for an over- 
hauling. 

• Steamer Active was brought over from 
Westminster on Sunday, to receive repairs 
to her boilers. 

Steamer City of Pucbhi, arriving Sunday 
morning, brought 138 tons of freight for 
Victoria consignees. 

The Albion Iron Works' repairs to H. .V. 
Amphion were tested oflicially, and not 
"found wanting," early yesterday morning. 

Steamer Lottie was re-launched from Tur- 
pel's ways last evening after having under- 
gone a thorough overhauling, so far us 
carpenter work is uxjterned. Her machin- 
ery has also uiiiloirf^; a full examination. 
She looks neat aitiitelt now. 

The new steamer Enterprise, being built 
on Turpel's ways, will lie shipped for 
Shawnigan Lake about the 12th. Sho is in- 
tended for a lake excursion boat, and will 
be owned by Mr. R. Hailed. 

Mr. (i. Cook, owner of the steamer Otter, 
which was sunk of Alki Point, near Seattle, 
last winter, will make an attempt to raise the 
hull in a few days for the purpose of scour- 
ing the machinery. 

.Steamer Princess Louise is now tilling the 
Yoseniite's place on the Westminster route. 

Steamer Edith will return to her route 
from Seattle to Port Townsend, calling at 
Madison, Gamble and Ludlow, next week. 
The Merwin has been supplying for her 
while she has been receiving repairs. 

Steamers Masoott, Active, Edith, Mys- 
tery, lion Accord, Rithet and Chieftain are 
in tho hands of the Albion iron Works. 
Three are old craft being altered and re- 
paired; the remainder have never been in 
service, and are just being (it ted out. 

Steamer Potter, of Portland, Oregon, is 
to come around on the Sound, and will 
probably run between Seattle-Taconia and 
Victoria. The Potter is a very fast sitle 
wheel steamer and was used here last sum- 
mer. She will undergo a few necessary re- 
pairs at Portland and will not arrive here 
for two weeks yet. 

Steamer Queen, renovated and altered 
almost beyond recognition, called at the 
ocean dock last evening on her way to Seat- 
tle. She will, during the excursion season, 
land freight only at Coring, Wrangel, Sitka 
and Juneau. Her outgoing cargo on this, 
her first trip of the season, comprised a 
quantity ot dry goods and guns from this 
port. Among the passengers were a num- 
ber of tourists who arrived by the C.P.R., 
and from San Francisco, to catch the 
steamer here, as well as Mrs. John Grant, 
and three ollicers of tho H. U.JCo.
